Pupils  entering  within  the  first  two  weeks  will  be 
charged  from  the  first  day  of  the  session.  After  first  two 
weeks  pupil  may  enter  at  any  time,  and  will  be  charged 
only  from  date  of  entrance.  Pupils  withdrawing  before 
the  close  of  the  session,  except  from  causes  entirely  Provi- 
dential, will  be  charged  in  full. 

Boarding  pupils  are  recommended  to  provide  themselves 
with  an  umbrella,  a  water-proof  cloak,  and  a  pair  of  over- 
shoes, and  are  required  to  furnish  one  pair  of  sheets,  one 
pair  of  pillow-cases,  table  napkins  and  towels. 

Every  article  of  clothing  should  be  distinctly  marked 
with  owner's  name. 

Visitors  and  day  pupils  will  not  be  admitted  to  the 
boarding  pupils1  rooms  without  special  permission  from 
the  Lady  Manager. 

The  Lady  Manager  will  attend  to  the  selection  of  rooms 
and  room-mates,  and  changes  will  always  be  made  when, 
in  her  opinion,  the  best  interests  of  the  pupils  demand  it 

GENERAL  REMARKS. 

Littleton  Female  College  was  founded  as  'l  Central  In- 
stitute for  Young  Ladies"  in  1883,  having  been  that  year 
granted  a  charter  by  the  Legislature  of  North  Carolina. 
The  demand  for  a  school  of  higher  grade  became  so  urgent 
that,  in  1888,  the  Legislature,  at  the  request  of  the  stock- 
holders, amended  the  charter,  giving  the  Institution  its 
present  name,  with  all  the  rights  and  privileges  pertaining 
to  a  college  of  the  highest  rank. 
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The  object  of  the  school  is  to  furnish  to  young  ladies 
the  advantages  and  facilities  necessary  to  the  attainment  of 
a  thorough  and  accomplished  education,  on  terms  as  low 
as  are  consistent  with  financial  safety  and  physical  comfort. 

LOCATION. 

The  College  building  is  located  in  the  Western  portion 
of  the  town  of  Littleton  in  a  Campus  embracing  twenty-two 
acres.  That  portion  of  the  Campus,  surrounding  the  build- 
ing, and  extending  down  to  the  Raleigh  &  Gaston  Rail- 
Road,  is  shaded  by  a  beautiful  grove  of  oaks  and  hickorys. 
There  is  no  more  beautiful  Campus  in  the  State. 

Our  rooms  are  comfortable,  and  our  furniture  and  school 
equipment  is  all  new.  We  have  not  even  a  piano  in  the 
building  more  than  eighteen  months  old.  Our  table  is  sup- 
plied with  the  best  the  market  affords.  The  pupils  take 
their  meals  with  the  President  and  teachers,  and  our  object 
shall  be,  to  make  it  a  /^///c-circle,  cultivating  refinement 
of  manners,  and  a  due  regard  for  the  proprieties  of  life  with- 
out too  much  of  its  formality. 

The  North  Carolina  Conference  owns  stock  in  the  College 
and  the  school  is  under  the  patronage  of  the  Conference. 

Three  of  the  Directors  are  appointed  by  the  Conference. 
But,  while  the  school  is  Methodist,  we  do  not  permit  inter- 
ference with  the  sectarian  bias  of  any  of  our  pupils. 

We  are  within  three  miles  of  the  far-famed  Panacea  Springs ; 
the  water  from  which  is  free  to  the  pupils  of  Littleton 
Female  College.  It  can  be  had  every  day  fresh  from  the 
Spring  for  the  merely  nominal  cost  of  transportation. 
(Analysis  on  last  page). 

We  are  within  a  mile  of  Shaw's  All-Healing  Springs, 
the  water  from  which  is  also  free  to  us.  Analysis  shows 
a  large  amount  of  carbonate  of  iron,  sodium,  lime,  &c. 
We  are  also  within  five  miles  of  Birney's  Spring,  which 
contains  a  considerable  amount  of  sulphur.  The  water  of 
this  is  also  free  to  us. 
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The  College  is  twenty-one  miles  west  of  Weldon,  400 
feet  above  the  sea.  We  are  above  the  malarial  district, 
and  below  the  region  of  malignant  typhoid.  The  campus  is 
on  the  ridge  dividing  the  Roanoke  and  Tar  rivers,  the 
water,  which  falls  in  front  of  the  College,  running  to  the 
Roanoke,  five  miles  distant,  while  that  which  falls  in  the 
rear  of  the  building  flows  to  the  Tar.  twenty-five  miles 
away.  We  have  no  sanitarium,  for  we  need  none.  Health 
here  is  the  rule,  and  not  the  exception.  The  community 
is  noted  for  its  good  morals,  and  the  piety  of  the  church 
members  is  far  above  the  average.  We  have  four  church 
organizations  in  the  town  of  Littleton, — Methodist,  Baptist, 
Presbyterian  and  Protestant  Episcopalian. 

GOVERNMENT. 

The  discipline  of  the  College  is  as  nearly  parental  as  we 
can  make  it.  The  Faculty  all  working  together  with  the 
President,  in  cultivating  elegance  and  refinement  of  man- 
ners, pure  morality  and  vital  religion.  In  other  words,  we 
shall  strive  at  all  times  to  prepare  the  young  ladies,  com- 
mitted to  our  care,  for  lives  of  practical  usefulness,  as  noble, 
Christian  women.  All  the  teachers  will  assist  in  the  gov- 
ernment of  the  school  and  cordially  support  the  President 
in  his  endeavors  to  maintain  a  healthy  discipline.  The  days 
are  divided  into  hours  for  study,  hours  for  recreation,  and 
hours  for  rest.  No  one  will  be  excused  from  any  of  these, 
except  in  cases  of  sickness.  When  the  bell  is  rung  at  10 
o'clock,  P.  M.,  all  lights  will  be  extinguished,  except  those 
in  the  teachers'  rooms.  The  female  teachers  will  then  visit 
all  the  pupils'  rooms  to  see  that  all  are  in  their  places,  and 
no  danger  from  fire.  No  noise  will  be  permitted  after  that 
hour. 

The  boarding  pupils  will  not  be  allowed  to  make  visits ; 
or  to  receive  attention  from  gentlemen,  or  to  correspond  with 
gentlemen,  without  written  permission  from  parent  or  guar- 
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dian  ;  and  the  President  claims  the  right  to  deny  such  re- 
quest. Boarding  pupils,  when  leaving  the  College  grounds, 
will  be  attended  by  one  of  the  teachers,  and  under  no  cir- 
cumstances, will  they  be  permitted  to  spend  the  night  out 
of  the  College.  This  is  absolutely  neccessary,  in  order  to 
guard  the  pupils  from  objectionable  influences,  and  to  pre- 
vent the  formation  of  unworthy  acquaintances.  Parents  are 
respectfully,  but  earnestly,  requested  to  aid  us  in  enforcing 
the  above  regulations.  Requests  from  parent  or  guardian, 
relating  to  the  young  ladies,  must  be  made  directly  to  the 
President,  and  not  through  letter  to  the  pupils,  in  order  to 
receive  attention.  The  borrowing  of  jewelry,  books,  cloth- 
ing, &c. ,  by  boarding  pupils  from  one  another,  is  forbidden. 

Visitors  are  requested  not  to  call  during  School  hours, 
and,  on  Sunday,  never. 

Visitors  from  the  pupils'  homes,  wishing  to  call  upon  any 
of  the  young  ladies,  must  bring  letters  of  introduction  from 
parent  or  guardian,  with  written  permission  to  call. 

This  rule  will  be  rigidly  enforced. 

Boarding  pupils  will  be  required  to  attend  Sunday  School 
and  church  at  least  once,  every  Sabbath,  unless  the  weather 
is  too  unfavorable. 

Young  ladies  will  be  required  to  cover  their  own  beds, 
and  to  keep  their  rooms  neat  and  in  order.  Servants  will 
carry  wood  and  water,  and  do  other  needful  work  in  the 
rooms. 

Parents  are  respectfully  requested  not  to  send  boxes  of 
eatables  to  their  children.  It  is  not  only  unnecessary,  but 
harmful. 

The  President  cannot  advance  money  for  books,  stationery, 
expressage  and  other  contingent  expenses.  A  deposit  of 
five  or  ten  dollars  should  be  made,  in  order  to  meet  such 
expense,  and  the  amount  unexpended  will  be  returned  at 
the  close  of  the  session. 
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We  earnestly  request  the  young  ladies  to  make  an  inex- 
pensive selection  of  dress  and  underwear,  and  not  to  expend 
money  in  any  elaborate  outfit,   as  it  is  totally  unnecessary. 

In  order  to  prevent  extravagance,  and  unpleasant  distinc- 
tions, we  have  adopted  the  following  Uniform,  to  be  worn 
by  the  young  ladies,  whenever  they  appear  in  public  : — 

For  the  winter — Black  Cashmere. 
For  the  Summer — White  Lawn. 

Plain  neat  clothing,  such  as  the  young  ladies  wear  at 
home,  is  sufficient  for  ordinary  wear. 

EXAMINATIONS  AND  REPORTS. 

Examinations  occur  at  the  completion  of  any  study,  and 
at  the  close  of  each  half-session. 

They  are  always  in  writing,  and  are  important  as  the 
daily  recitations,  in  determining  a  pupil's  standing  in  her 
studies.  A  daily  record  of  each  young  lady's  scholarship 
and  deportment,  is  kept,  and  the  average  of  these,  with  the 
examinations,  determine  a  pupil's  rank  in  her  class.  A  report 
is  sent  parent  or  guardian  at  the  close  of  each  half-session. 

Pupils  whose  average  recitation  and  examination  exceeds 
90,  of  the  maximum  100,  will  be  announced  on  commence- 
ment day  as  "Distinguished." 

EUNOMIAN  SOCIETY. 

The  young  ladies  of  the  College  have  organized  the  Euno- 
mian  Literary  Society  for  the  purpose  of  improving  them- 
selves in  reading  and  of  cultivating  their  taste  for  Literary 
accomplishments.  It  has  been  a  powerful  auxiliary  in  im- 
proving the  young  ladies  in  composition.  It  has  increased 
their  desire  for  improvement  in  Elocution ;  and  has  had  a 
refining  effect  upon  all  its  members,  and  drawn  them  nearer 
to  each  other.  We  look  forward  to  still  greater  usefulness 
in  this  excellent  society.
